MERCEDES. Tex., August 9 —Brigadier- 
General E. M. Lewis, commanding-gen­
eral of the Llano Grande camp, was well 
pleased when report was made to him 
yesterday that the sick list amounted to 
about one sick soldier In every 1,000 
troops. This referred only to Indiana, it 
did not mean, however, that there are no 
sick at the camp, because that Is not 
true. The one sick soldier in 1,000 troops 
meant that the soldiers’ sickness was of 
such a character (hat if they were at 
home they would be under a doctor’s care.

There are a large number of soldiers 
In the camp suffering from minor com­
plaints. overeating, drinking too much 
cold stuff, heat sickness and some wdio 
brought their-sickness with them. On 
the day the report was made to General 
Lewis there were three sick in the In­
diana field artillery, and Captain Thomp­
son said one of them would be on duty 
In a day or two. In the First regiment 
Major Foxworthy, chief surgeon, reported 
no one seriously sick. In the Second 
regiment Colonel Coulter reported 
two of his men as serious but not dan­
gerous. In the Third regiment Colonel 
Aubrey Kuhlman, after consulting with 
Major Humphries, medical officer, re­
ported none of his men seriously sick. 
The same ratio kept up in the signal 
corps and in the two ambulance com­
panies.

Sick Reports Are Official.
There is no guess work about this; these 

are the official reports for the war de­
partment. “It don’t look as if this was 
such a camp of sickness,” was the only 
comment the commanding general would 
make.

“One of the ills that human flesh is 
heir to in this country is a fever called 
dengue. It is pronounced as if spelled 
dengay, with the “g’’ hard. Its common 
name is breakbone fever and though it 
never is fatal, the victim wishes some­
times that he might die. The fever be­
gins with a chilling sensation and intense 
pains in the wrists and ankles- and soon 
all other joints are affected. The pain, 
which is simply awful, is accompanied by 
a high fever. After two or three days, a 
rash breaks out and the fever subsides 
and the patient thinks he is well, until 
there is another attack of Joint racking. 
Then the patient gets well. Usually the 
fever lasts about a week. It Is contagious 
and a fellow may have it as many times 
as he has hairs in his head. Brigadier 
General Lewis is guarding against dengue 
as much as possible and hopes the camp 
will escape it. There is one case at Mer­
cedes, a hardware merchant being the 
victim, but he will be kept in quarantine 
until he gets well.

Politicians Work Discharges.
At the office of the camp adjutant. Cap­

tain Cooper, the statement is made that 
there are many more soldiers applying for 

discharge from service from Indiana 
than in any other state troops in camp at 
Llano Grande. There has been a good 
deal of delay in obtaining discharges for 
the Indiana soldiers, due to the fact that 
their applications have not been made 
out in the form required by the war de­
partment. A form that fitted the regula­
tions was drawn up and this seems to 
have been sent broadcast through Indi­
ana by some one at Indianapolis, because 
the applications filled out by relatives and 
dependents are coming in by the whole­
sale, and there is a grave suspicion that 
the Indiana politicians are getting busv. , 

General Lewis has ho authority to grant 
furloughs, but he has telegraphed to the 
war department for that power in ex­
treme cases while the applicant is waiting 
for his discharge papers. In one or two 
instances, the circumstances surrounding 
the applicant were’such that when wait­
ing for an answer from the w’ar depart­
ment, General Lewis granted the fur­
lough and will take chances on squaring 
himself with the department afterward.
